piesideutpro tern, of the senate, and 
now acting vice president. Mr. Ferrj, 
to ths presidency of the United States 
for twenty four hums. 
Further exam- 


ination, however, shows that this canx 
not be, because Mr. Ferry's term as 
senator from Michigan expires on the 
3d of March, so that he will be a pri- 
vate citizen on the next day, or at least 
a senator re elect, but not sworn, 
It 


will be necessary for the senate, there- 
fore, which is a permanent body, to 
elect a president pro tern, to preside un- 
til the regularly elect • i president of 
the United States shall take his place. 
The cho;ce will of course be made from 
among those senators whose tonne con- 
tinue beyond 1877, 
and it is likely to 


fall oa either Senator Anthony of 
Rhode Island, Edmunds of Vermont, 
Morton 
of Indiana, or Hamlin of 


Maine. 
Whoever he thus designated, 


the senator will be president of the 
United States one day. 
A curious in> 


oidentofthis result id that while the 
constitution carefully excludes the sens 
ate from any participation in the choice 
of a president, in the failure of election 
by the people, yet the course of events 
enables it to become1 thejpresident ma', 
ker, after all. There are possible con- 
tingencies also which might ^lengthen 
the tenure of this intermediate presii 
dent indefinitely ; such, for instance, 
as the failure to secure an election ei- 
ther of president or vice president be- 
fore the 4th of March. 
It is hardly 


worth while, however, to pursue the 
subject out in all its ramifications, for 
though it is capable of having very ie- 
rious bearings, the matter at present is 
rather one of curiosity, as presenting a 
case which in some of its features has 
never occurred before, and is not likely 
to occur again. 
But, like some other 


parts of our system for choosing presi- 
dents and vice presidents,!! ought to be 
regulated by wiser legislative provisions 
than those now in force.
